Ncsforians have perished in this massa- 
cre on the lowest calculation.

extensive slaughter took place at a large 
village, or township, called Bias, where 
Beder Kahn Bey was himself present. 
Here the two bishops were impaled, and 
from this place were sent the three hun- 
dred heads (pickled) 
to the Pacha of 


Moussoul, with the insulting message, 
lhat if the Porte presumed to molest tho 
sender, he would send to Constantinople, 
instead of Nestorian, Turkish heads e- 
nough to make a pyramid. 


A council of the Nestorians was im- 


mediately held, nnd it was Determined 
thru the whole people should emigrate 
without an hour's delay to Persia, where 
a great number are already settled on the 
Oroomiah. 
In their hasty fligjit, leaving 


nil their property behind, many fell vic- 
tims to ihe merciless ferocity of their in- 
vaders who, in one instance, however, 
met with a severe repulse. 
One corps 


of the emigrants, commanded by the pa- 
triarch, u as attacked by the soldiers of 
Beder Kahn Bey, and afier an obstinate 
conflict, the Nestorians gained the victory. 
Beder Kahn Bey swore, before he started 
on his expedition, with all the solemni- 
ties of his creed, before two Imnums,"lhat 
he would exterminate the whole. Nestori- 
an people ; and all of ihem who have not 
strength to reach Persia will experience 
the full realization of this oath. 


This ruthless onset is ascribed by the 


Chronicle's correspondent to the act of 
the Turkish Cabinet, in deposing Beder 
Kahn Bey, from jealousy of his power, 
and this, it was supposc-d, had been done 
by an arrangement with the Nestorian 
patriarch then at Moussonl, who had 
prornisr-d the aid of ihe Nestorians in ac- 
complishing this object, and hence this 
oris-lnugbt. 


Bcdur Kahn Bey, on the Sth of Octo- 


ber, had had an engagement with a Turk- 
ish army 12,000 sirong, under Tayar 
Pacha of Moussoul, which he defeated 
wiih great slaughter.
